oz ſtone, (being a hinderance*to his ſight, he gets away. Which 
matter oꝛ Stone is a thing moſt effectuall againſt any vencme 
oꝛ poyſon. Manp Phiiitions of great authozity and antiquity, 
arc witneſſes hereof. Iulius Scaliger, and Amatus Lucitanus do 
boalt that they ſaw ſuch a thing, and they affirme that it map be 
giuen effectually with alitle wine to them that are infected with 
the plague: fo2 by the firength and helpe thereof, ſo much ſweate 
wil come fozth of the body, that vou would thinke the whole bo⸗ 
ie, will turne oꝛ conſume into moiſture, with which dice gi⸗ 
uing al the poyſon oꝛ venome is thꝛuſt out of the body. The Ara⸗ 
bian Jo hiũitions calls the Stone Boſoard. Aad thereof Alexi- 
pharmaca, a remedy againſt venomes, Beozardica, _ An- 
thontius 
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thonius Mizaldus wziteth. Theſe Beſaar Stones, being ot a 
moſt excellent, notable, and pꝛetious vert ue, are now gotten in 
Peru, in the weſt Indians, and found about tenne yteres paſt, in 
cercaine kind of Beaſtes that goeth in the mountaines of that 
countrey , which are much like to Sherpe o2 Kindes that are in 
the Woztingale Indians, by a wozthy Spanish Gentleman, cal⸗ 
led Peter de Oſima, who killed ſome of thoſe beaſts purpoſelp, foꝛ 
the ſaid Beſaar ſtones , which he thought to find in them: but al- 
though heloked and ſearched therefo2c in the belly, and in other 
places of one of tie greateſt and eldeſt of them: pet he could find 
none of them, neither would the Indians tell him in what place 
of the beaſt they were, ſaying they knew no ſtencs : being loath 
he ſhould know that ſecret. Eut at the laſt an Indian Boy, 
of twelue peers of age told him where to find them. UWherkoze 
the other Indians would haue killed the Bop, becauſe the In⸗ 
dians doe much eſteme thoſe ſtones, fo2 they doe offer them vn⸗ 
to their Gods, oꝛ befoꝛe their Idols, as one of the moſt pꝛetious 
things they haue. So that by the ſaid Boys reuealing , the ſaid 
Gentleman found the ſtones in a certaine little purſe that the 
maw ol the beaſt hath, wherein the hearbs doth lie when he cha⸗ 
weth the cud. The ſaid Gentleman giues a meruailous comme- 
dation of them in a letter, which he wꝛote to Doctoz Monardus 
an extellent learned Phiſition of Ciuill in Spapne: ſaping, that 
they are meruailous god againſt all venome , and againſt all 
ſoꝛts of poyſon, as well in meates as otherwiſe, and to euils of 
the heart. and to expell and kill wo: mes, and that they haue hea⸗ 
led ſuch diſeafes with this ſtone, that it is wonderfull to be ſcen, 
both of Ladies Gentlemen, and many other:naming meny of 
their names in that letter: ſaping further, that as a new thing 
al ſuch taks it in pouder, as haue diſcaſes which cannot be hea⸗ 
led by medicine, and many doc heale : and ſo with many other 


things he p2aiſeth God, fo2 the great benefits receiued by the ver 


tues of this Beſaar ſtone. And the ſaid docto2 Monardus hauing 
reteiued the ſaid ſtones from the ſaid Gentleman , doth mer- 
wailouſlp pzaiſc andertoll the ſaid ſtones in a wozthy wozke oz 
bake made by him of certaine Trees, Oyles, Plants, 4 Stones, 
of wonderfull great and meruailous effects, whoſe very woꝛds 


thereof, (as much as ſhall ſemen&dfull thereloꝛe:) 4 gr 
ter 
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vtter. At I would (ſaith he) put here the great effects, & the dif- 
caſes which the ſtones of Peru haue healed, that they which doe 
come from thence doe tell me, & that Gentlemen doth wꝛite me, 
it would make a great Boke. I will put that only which J haue 
experimen ted, ⁊ the effects that J haue vnderſtod that they doe, 
and theſe that haue paſt by my hands, whereby all credite may 
be giuen vnto it, + as a thing certaine: ſeeing that there is expe⸗ 
rience of it, with all aſſurance truſt, it map be vſed. Dur Oc⸗ 
cidentall Beſaar ſtones haue great vertues, pꝛincipallpthep doe 
remedy many perſons which be icke of the heart, foꝛ the which 
1 haue giuen great quantity of them that haue bin bꝛought ma, 
t they haue meruatlous effects: ſo much that to many perſons 
which did ſ wound, by taking it away from them, they were deli⸗ 
uered from death. It muſt be giuen when they doe wound, and 
be foʒe it came, taking it in the mozning faſting with roſe-wa- 
ter, it the party haue great heat, if not, then with the water of 
flowers of Oꝛenges, the quantity of foure graines, eucry time 
made in pouder. In all kind of venoms it is moſt pꝛincipall res 
medy that we know now, e that which hath done beſt effect, in 
many that haue bin poyſoned, which haue taken it, as wel by ve⸗ 
nome taken at the mouth, as by being of venemous wozmes, 
which are full of poyſon. It doth truely a meruaulous 4 manii eſt 
wozke, vnto them that haue dzunk water wanding in a ſtinking 
Lake, being infected with beaſts oz varment, which are full of 
popſon, and being \wolne immediatly after they had dꝛunk it, by 
taking of this ſtone tw9 o2 thꝛe times, thep were remedied, as 
J haue lene them after, ic. 

In peitilent feuers J haue giuen it many times, and ſurelp it 
doth ex ting ich and kili the malice of them, which is the pꝛinti⸗ 
pall thing that the Phiu tions ſhould pꝛocurt in thc like diſeaſes. 
And although he doth take away the cauſe, and doth with dꝛaw 
the putrifaction. And it he doc extinguiſh and take away the 
malie, the cure is neuer at an end. Fo2 that is it which killeth, 
and doth the pꝛincipal hurt. And where there is tertame ſpots in 
the body lite vnto llca⸗bitings, which doe appearc in the lik fea- 
uers. the Beſaar ſtone of our Indians, doth mabe meruailous cf- 
fects. Df thoſe which they haue bꝛought me, J haue ſpet the molt 
part, giuing in them the like diſeaſes, 2 ſurely it hath remedied 
with 
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with meruailous ſucceffe, and in that which ſome of them hath 
been ſpent by me,hath ben in ſowndings,and ſurcly J haue ſen 
in theſe ſtones the effects ſo great, that it ſa meth a thing of won⸗ 
der. And eſpetiallp, I haue (ene theſe canſes moze remedied in 
women, then in men: it is a meruailous thing to be taken, and it 
hath done manifeſt effects, where there is melancholly humour, 
it doth repaire him much. And it doth in him and in all things, 
which do reſult of him a great wozke,beit vntuerſall o2 perticu 
ler, in the head, oz that as they call Mirarchia, and alfc in them 
that haue Lep2oſic:of the Arabienſor, Elephanciacis, of Þ Graks. 
It doth p2ofit much in ſcabs, in itchings, in ſcuruincfſe,andin all 
parts of the body that is infected. It maketh a verv god wozke, 
and doth remedy the euils manifeſtly. Foz that this ſtenc hath 
:operty to heale them. J haue ginen it in a quarten Agues,and 
although it taketh not away the quarten, it taketh away the acs 
cidents of it, the faintnes and ſadnes,and the areefe of the heart: 
which in theſe Feuers are common. Surelp they do fele with 
the vie ofitnotable p2ofit,in al large x impoꝛtunate diſeaſes.xc. 
It is god to taſt into purges, ſome grains of it, that if the purge 
dos carry venomoos medicines, it may rettiſie and amend them. 
And ik not, it giueth fozce and ſtrength to the hart, + they wozke 
the better. In the Dziental Indians, they haue a cuſtom to purgs 
themſelues two times euerp yere : and eſpeciallp, the Noble 
people ot eſtimation.

The vſe thereof both here and there, is fo: the lure of blood, of 
what part ſoener it be,ofthenaſe, oz of the Menſtrues, 03 of the 
Pylcs, andof wounds,0 of that which is caſt aut of the mouth. 
Che ſtone muſt be wet in cold water, and the luck man mult take 
it mhis right hand, and from tune to time wet it in colde water.

The other Stone whichis fen the diſeaſe of the Stone in the 
kidneyes 0 repnes, the fineft of them are like vnto Plaſma of Es- 
meraldes, which iu l inened to grene, with a milkith cullour, the 
greateſt is ths bcft, they bzing them made in divers foʒmes and 
faſhions : fo2 ſo tho Indians had them in old tune, ſome like to fi- 
ſhes, other tiketo heads of Beaſts,other like to the billes of Ps- 
pagaies, ather like to roundBeadeftones:but all pierced thzough 
fo; that the indiaits did vſe to weare them hanging, fox the effect 
of thegriefe of the ftone oz ftemack: foz n theſe two ſickneffes it 
doth maruelous offects. 

The cherte vertus that it hath, is the paine of the ffone in 
the kidne yes, and in oxpetling of ſund andſtone. Inſomuch that 
a Gentleman which had one of them here, the beſt of them that J 
haveſene,hawingput it in his arme, it doth make him to expell 
anhtatt aut much ſand, that many timo he doth fade it :fo2 
that hs thinksfh that it dath hurt han loz to put out ſo wnch+and 
it taking it away, hecoaſeth tocaft any from him. When he fer 
leth the pane of the lone, and putting it to againe, it doth take 
away intantiuent, with expeiling of much Sands and ſmall 
ſtones. I haue fecue it earfirvto-perſons, that haue berne gros- 
ued with great grieft and pame of the ſaid diſeaſe, and putting it 
ta them they do fo:thwath erpell the tand and the hittle ones: 
and remaine clerte therrot᷑. Che tone hath a pꝛoperty hidden, by 
the which meanes he dath great sNeets, to pꝛeſsrus that they fall 
noturta the paine of the ſaid diſeaſes.

made a Bꝛacelet of them, and ſhe vſcd to weare it at her arme, 
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and ſethence che put them to her arme, che neuer had moꝛe pains 
of the ſtone. And ſo it hath happened to many other that had the 
like beneũt, foꝛ the which they are much cficemed,and now they 
ber not ſo ſone had as at the beginning: foz that the ſe ſtones only 
the Gentlemen and rich menhaue them. And withreaſon, be- 
cauſe they doe fo much meruailouseffects. Thus much hath the 
learned Doctoz Monardus detlared of the excellencies of the two 
afoze named Stones, which are bzonght from the Weſt Indias, 
with diaers other pzecious Dyles, Woods, Gooms, and other 
things, as ars mot plainely und largely ſette fozth in this ſapd 
Bot with many credible p:ofes: lately Englſhed and publi- 
ted in p3int by the ſaid lobn Frampton, therefaze wazthie of 
great commendation, called, Joyfuil Newes aut of the newe 
found wozld.

CWhoſoener ſhall weare about their middle ſuch a girdle as fol- 
loweth, tying it fat that it fall not away, they wall not nerde to 
feare dꝛowning, though the Boate they are in ſhould miſcarp, 
whereby they may paſſe ouer any water ſafely, and without any 
danger, though it be neuer ſo deepe. Fo; ſo long as they haue it 
about them, they cannot mne. Take two peces of good eates 
leather well tand md dꝛeſt, ſuch as fte balls be made of, (epther 
peece being of the b;eadth of fineo fire fingers) and of ſich a 
tenath as will make aſulfictentgredlefo2 vou. Let a ®homaker 
ſew them very ſtrongly, thick ſtitched, and ſurely together, and 
likewiſe at both the ends, and in the middeſt thereof faften a pipe 
like a Bagpipe where with blow the ſame girdle as full of wind 
as you can poſſible : then vnder thenether end of the pipe, tie the 
leather very faſt xſure , that iaynes the pipe and the girdle toge⸗ 
ther, with a ſtrong pacathzerd, oz with ſome other ſure and ſtrong 
thing leaſt the winde ſhould come out of the girdle, (whereof you 
muſt take great he&d.) Alſo blow the Dre bladders full of wind, 
and tis them hard that the winde goe not fozth of the ſame, ſewe 
each of them ſtrongly and ſurely within good ſtrong Neates lea- 
ther, round like vnto a foute-ball,and make thꝛer drong lopes vp⸗ 
pon the laid girdle, one againſt the mid delt of the back, 4 againſt 
Ee. 2. either 
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either of the lides one, and then tye faſt and ſurely one of the ſaid 
bladders ſewed in the leather, ta cuery of the ſaidloopes,and then 
tye the ſame girdle about your middle very faſt and ſure, and then 
you cannot ſinke into th: water, and ſo pou map paſſe ſafely over, 
i the water be not tao b2oad and too rough. Nicholaus Machauel 
bath witten of ſuch a like girdle in his excellent baoke in the Art 
of warres, fo2 the Jaußig ot Douldicrs. and Fiſhers auer waters.
